At the meeting of the council held 
last evening, Chairman Giikey of the 
sewerage committee, made the follow­ 
ing report: 
“ The ccm mittee on sewers having 
had under consideration the question 
of potting in a syst rn of sewers, re­ 
port that we are confronted at the 
outset with 
the 
question as to 
whether sewers should be put in at 
all under the plan adopted by the c ty 
several years ago. 
Under this plan 
discharging sewers empty into Rock 
river on the east side at Prospect 
avenue; at Court street, at a point 
between 
South Third aud Racine 
streets; at Racine street and at Sharon 
street; and on the West side at Dodge 
and Jackson streets, aud at Center 
avenue. 
Seven of these points are 
between the two dims; the other 
is immediately below the lower dam. 
but all are at such locations that for 
a large part of the year the sewerage 
discharged into the stream would be 
practically unaffected by acy current. 
This plan, as we understand, was 
made at a time when there was a 
fair amount of running water in Rock 
river through the entire year. 
For 
the past five years there has been but 
little, if any current between the two 
dsms during the summer aud fall. The 
condition of the river witu the small 
amount of sewerage now discharged 
into it is had; and to make the stream 
between the dim s the receptacle of 
practically th* entire sewage of the 
city would, in our judgment, create 
conditions dangerous to the health of 
the entire community. 
“ It is the judgment also of your 
committee that the p esent season ie 
not an opportune time for embarking 
upon any extended system of public 
improvement. 
The 
times are too 
hard,1 in our opinion, to w arrant the 
city government in placing upon the 
people the heavy expense incident to 
snob improvement. 
If the work of 
sewerage was started upon it would 
increase the measure of taxation be­ 
yond!] the mesne 
of our 
people, 
and we do not feel warranted, in 
view of the fact that money ie hard 
to get and that Gtaxes must be paid, 
in recommending any 
course that 
would add to the burden of the tax 
payer. 
“ It has been suggested that this 
work of sewering the city would fur 
Dish employment to lee ii laborers 
who are needing employment. 
It 
must be borne ia mind, however, that 
wor* of this nature must be let upon 
contract, that hut a small proportion 
of the laboring men of this city are 
trained to work of this kind, and that 
the plan has always failed here as 
elsewhere of trying to hold co n tact 
ors down to the employment of loca 
labor. 
“ We recognize the importance o 
I the letters written by the various 
physicians ol the city to the mevor, 
and would not take issue with them. 
Still there is not r uniformity of opin­ 
ion among the physicians as to the 
present need of ss werage. The health 
of this city is good, 
better 
than 
that of other cities in this state that 
have Epent large sums upon sewerage 
We do not believe that there is aDy 
urgent need for improvement of this 
kind at the present time, and in view 
of the fact that in hard times economy 
is as essential in pa bilo ss in private 
affairs, we recommend that the com­ 
mon c d u d cII take no action for the 
present in this matter other than to 
determine whether plans for the dis­ 
posal of sewerage, other and better 
than these we now have, may not be 
available. 
And in submitting this re­ 
port to the council we believe that we 
have the full approbation of the 
mayor on the ground 
we feel com­ 
pelled to assume.”
